“And his hand clave unto the sword.”—II Sam. 23 :10. 


A great general of King David 
was Eleazar, the hero of the text. 
The Philistines opened battle 
against him, and his troops _ re- 
treated. The cowards fled. Eleazar 
and thrée of his comrades went 
into the battle and swept. the 
field, for four men with God on 
their side are stronger than a 
whole regiment with God against 
them. “Fall back!” shouted the 
commander of the Philistine army. 
The cry ran along the host: “Fall 
back!” -- 

Eleazar, having swept the field, 
throws himself on the ground to 
rest, but the muscles and sinews 
of his hand had been so long bent 
around the hilt of the sword that 
the hilt was imbedded in the flesh, 
and the gold wire of the hilt had 
broken through the .skin of the 
palm of the hand, and he could not 
drop this sword which he had so 
gallantly wielded. ‘His hand clave 
unto the sword.” 


That is what I call magnificent 
fighting for the Lord God of Israel. 
And we want more of it. I propose 
to show you how Eleazar took 
hold of the sword and how the 
sword took hold of Eleazar. I 
look at Eleazar’s hand, and I 
come to the conclusion that he 
took the sword with a very tight 
grip. The cowards who fled had 
no trouble in dropping their 
swords. As they fly over the 
rocks, I hear their swords clang- 
ing in every direction. It is easy 
enough for them to drop _ their 
swords. But Eleazar’s hand clave 
unto the sword. 

In the Christian conflict, we 
want a tighter grip of the Gospel 
weapons, a tighter grasp of the 
two-edged sword of the truth. It 
makes me sick- to see those Chris- 
tian people who hold only a part 
of the truth, and let the rest of 


~~ the truth go, so that the Phil- 


istines, seeing the loosened grasp, 
wrench the whole sword away

But it is only fair to say that Re- 
bekah, his mother, knew, because 
God had told her before the chil- 
dren were born that the older 
would serve the younger and that 
Jacob would be the one through 
whom God would found a nation, 
and through whom Abraham’s 
covenant _would be fulfilled, and 
the Saviour would come.

Now I call your attention .to 
certain great and blessed truths, 
first of all, about this experience, 
this event. Will you notice God’s 
grace to Jacob.

His name 
means  schemer. Jacob means 
schemer, trickster. Later on God 
would meet him and he would 
wrestle with the angel of God all 
the night long and God would 
change his name and make it Is- 
rael, a prince. But he is a schemer. 
He is a trickster. He tricked his 
brother. I know Esau didn’t care 
as he ought to about the birth- 
right, and I know God had intend- 
ed for Jacob to have it, but there 
was a kind of deceitfulness about 
it. Then he joined with his mother 
to deceive his old father and lie 
to his father. That isn’t ever neces- 
sary.

“I was saved in September 1951 
at the age of 29 after living a life 
of sin. I was saved in a revival 
meeting in which Joe M. Boyd 
was doing the preaching. After my 
conversion I remained in this 
church a year and a half, was 
made the Sunday School superin- 
tendent of the church, but as yet 
I had not won a single person to 
the Lord.

Whither the Supreme Court? 
Pleading for ‘“fool-proof meas- 
ures which will check a danger- 
ous judicial trend and preserve the 
constitutional legislative preroga- 
tives of the Congress,” a recent 
editorial in the Memphis, Tennes- 
see, Commercial Appeal contained 
some most illuminating material. 
The warning quoted Senator 
James Eastland (Democrat, Mis- 
Sissippi), chairman of the Judi- 
ciary Committee, as saying on 
the Senate floor that the Supreme 
Court “is moving step by step, de- 
cision by decision, toward estab- 
lishment of the Communist con- 
spiracy in the United States as 
a legal political entity with just 
as much right to exist and operate 
as any political party composed of 
patriotic Americans .... ’ 
“In the four and a half years 


‘that Warren has been Chief Jus- 


tice, the court has, in 30 out of 
39 cases, sustained the position 
advocated by the communists. 

“How many more of these de- 
cisions must we take before we 
admit the apparent fondness of 
the court majority for the com- 
munist cause? When do we begin 
to curb this court and destroy the 
balance of powers under the Con- 
stitution?” 

The editorial called attention to 
the “capricious and _ ultra-liberal 
decisions of the Supreme Court 
which have almost handcuffed en- 
forcement agencies responsible 
for the nation’s internal defense,”’ 
noting especially the decision 
Which overruled Steve Nelson’s 
conviction under Pennsylvania’s 
anti-subversion statutes and there- 
by negated the subversive control 
laws of forty-one “supposedly” 
sovereign states.

Ged’s Angels Sent to Care 
for Us 


But note also the angels of God. 
Here are angels on the ladder 
ascending and descending. I think 
it is striking that the Bible doesn’t 
say they were descending and 
ascending. That is the way I prob- 
ably would have written it, but I 
wouldn’t know. You see, we have 
an idea that the angels are heav- 
enly beings and they stay in Heav- 


en. Well, they are heavenly be- 
ings, but they stay primarily on 
earth. 


The Bible teaches that “the an- 
gel of the Lord encampeth round 
about them that fear him, and 
delivereth them” (Ps. 34:7). 

At Dothan when Elisha found 
the city surrounded by the Syrian 
army, he prayed, ‘Lord, open this 
young man’s eyes,” so that 
young manservant who was with 
him would not be frightened. And 
God opened the young man’s eyes 
and he saw the mountains round 
about the city filled with the 
chariots of the Lord, the angel 
armies round about him. 

Jesus, when He was on trial, 
said, “Didn’t you know I could 
call for twelve legions of angels 
instantly?”’ And Jesus said about 
the little children, “Their angels 
do always behold the face of my 
Father which is in heaven” (Mait. 
18:10). 

Over in Hebrews the Scripture 
tells us about angels, “Are they 
not all ministering spirits, sent 
forth to minister for them who 
Shall be heirs of salvation?’ (Heb. 
1:14). 

Oh, the work of angels is not 
primarily in Heaven. They go to 
Heaven to report and come back 
to attend to their business. Their 
business is to minister to and 
guard and protect and provide for 
and guide those of us who are 
the heirs of salvation. The angels 
of God were all around. Jacob 
saw them going to Heaven’ and 
returning. So the angels of God, 
unseen by most of us, of course, 
are in this world, the servants of 
God’s children, and Jacob saw it. 


God Is With His Own in the 
Most Unlikely Places 


Will you notice another lesson 
here. Jacob woke up and said, 
“God is in this place and I knew 
it not.” How often it is true for 
all of us that God is in a place 
and we didn’t know it. Jacob was 
away from home and heartsick. 
I guess he felt God-forsaken. I 
guess that he would naturally feel 
here, “I am away from home and 
I will never see my mother, I lied 
to my old father, and Esau wants 
to kill me.” (Esau kept that ha- 
tred for twenty odd years, too.) 
Now then he must have felt for- 
saken, but awoke and found, “‘God 
is in this place. I didn’t know it.” 

Joseph, Jacob’s son, found the 
same thing later when he was cast 
into that pit by his brothers and 
then sold to the Midianites. They 
earried him down to Egypt and 
sold him into slavery to Potiphar, 
the captain of the guard of Phar- 
aoh. Joseph did not know, but 
God was in that place. Then when 
a wicked woman betrayed him and 
lied about him and he landed in 
jail for two long years, Joseph 
didn’t know it, but God was in 
that place. God brought him down 
to Egypt to deliver Egypt and de- 
liver so many millions of people 
by a vision and dream and by pre- 
paring for famine. So later Joseph 
could say to his brothers, “You 
meant it for evil’; and I guess he 
would have said, “I often thought 
it was evil but God meant it for 
good.” 

That is another way of saying 
the blessed truth of Romans 8:28: 
“And we know that all things 
work together for good to them 
that love God, to them who are 
the called according to his pur- 
pose.” If we only knew the out- 
come, that place that seems so 
sad would shine with bright glory 
of the presence of God. If we on- 
ly knew it, “No chastening for the 


present seemeth to be joyous, but

I wrote him very. clearly telling 
the plan of salvation, that Christ 
is our High Priest, and that one 
sacrifice on the cross paid for all 
man’s. sins; Now I have a letter 
telling how he had found Christ 
and how my letter stirred him up 
so that he never got peace until 
he found Christ. When I wrote 
that letter with a long, long time 
of planning and working, God was 
in that place and I didn’t know it. 
God is there with a housewife 
raising children. God is there with 
a man who may say a careful 
word for Jesus. God is in that 
place. Don’t forget, God is there 
whether you know it or not.

I. What He Didn’t Think 
About 


1. This man didn’t think that 
his prosperity was due to the 
providence of God. The Bible 
plainly forbids any one to say he 
got his wealth by his own indus- 
try. The Bible says: 

“Beware that thou forget not 
the Lord thy God, ... . And thou 
say in thine heart, My power and 
the might of mine hand hath got- 
ten me this wealth. ‘But thou 
shalt remember the Lord thy God: 
for it is he that giveth thee power 
to get wealth’—Deut. 8:11, 17, 
18. 

Prosperity is the gift of God. 
This man didn’t think of that! He 
said boastfully, “My fruits . 
my barns... my goods... my 
soul.” He left God out of all his 
calculations. 

Are you doing that? Are you a 
thoughtless person? Don’t you ev- 
er think that God has anything 
to do with harvests and rains? 
Oh, you who are living in com- 
fortable circumstances, don’t you 
know that you owe it to the good- 
ness of God? “The Lord is good 
to all: and His tender mercies 
are over all His works” (Ps, 145: 
9). 

Do you not know that it is in 


(the providence of God whether 
you are rich or poor? The Bible 
says, “The rich and poor meet 
together: the Lord is the Maker 
of them all’ (Prov. 22:2). 
providence decides whether or not, 
in this life, you will be “rich” or 
“poor.” 

There was a nation that said of 
her prosperity that it was “my 
bread and my water, my wool and 
my flax, mine oil and my drink” 
(Hos. 2:5). But God said to that 
nation: “She did not know that 
I. gave her corn, and wine, and 
oil, and multiplied her silver and 
gold” (Hos. 2:8). That nation 
abused those gifts of God, and did 
not think of Him as the Giver, 
so He said: ‘Therefore will I re- 
turn, and take away my corn... 
and my wine ,.. and my wool 

. and my flax” (Hos. 2:9). 

Oh, you who think that what 
you have is yours exclusively! 
Think again! God says those 
things are His, for He gave them! 
Without His blessing of sunshine 
and rain, you would have nothing. 
“The blessing of the Lord it mak- 
eth rich, and toil addeth nothing 
thereto”: (Prov. 10:22. AGN. 
mare.). God is the great Giver 
of all we have.

God gives him without thanking 
God-for it?” 

“No,” said the businessman. 

“Well,” said the Indian, “the 
man who sits down at the table 
and eats the food that God gives 
him without thanking God for it 
reminds me a good deal of the 
hog under the chestnut tree eat- 
ing the chestnuts, and he doesn’t 
even look up to see where the 
chestnuts are coming from.” 

The remark made the business- 
man angry, but it convicted him 
of the awful sin of ingratitude and 
led him to repentance and salva- 
tion through the Lord Jesus 
Christ.3 

People who do not think that 
God is the Giver and Source of 
their prosperity, do not know the 
profound meaning in the words 
used around the world: 


“Praise God FROM WHOM all blessings flow, 
Praise Him all creatures here below.” 


2. He didn’t think that “a man’s 
life consisteth not in the abun- 
dance of the things which he pos- 
sesseth” (Luke 12:15). The Lord 
had spoken those very words in 
connection with the parable of 
this thoughtless fellow. The man 
had boasted of the increase of his 
“goods.” Really now, what could 
he do with all those goods? Let 
a man wise with the wisdom of 
God tell him, and you, too! “When 
goods increase, they are increased 
that eat them; and what advan- 
tage is there to the owner there- 
of, save the beholding of them 
with his eyes?” (Eccles, 5:11, 
ASS.V.). 

The Rev. Richard Newton tells 
of a farmer who, after paying his 
bill to his rich landlord, asked 
to see the gold which the land- 
lord kept in his vaults. The land- 
lord obliged him. Whereupon the 
poor farmer said, “Now my Lord, 
I am as well off as you are.” 

The landlord said, “How can 
that be?” 

The farmer answered: “Why, 
sir, you never use any of that 
money. All that you do with it is 
to look at it. I have looked at it 
too, and I’m just as rich as you 
are!""4 

To teach all people for ever- 
more that “a man’s life consisteth 
not in the abundance of the things 
which he possesseth,” God allowed 
one man to possess and test out 
to the uttermost everything this 
world could offer. That man was 
King Solomon. He tells of his 
experience in Ecclesiastes two. 
There wasn’t a thing “under the 
heaven” or “under the sun” that 
he did not test out to its limits. 
You should read his testimony 
about this in Ecclesiastes 2:1-11. 
He had everything that eye and 
heart could wish. “And _ whatso- 
ever mine eyes desired I kept not 
from them, I withheld not my 
heart from any joy” (Eccles, 2: 
10). But did he find real life in 
them? Did they really satisfy? 
He tells you: “. .. for all is vanity 
and vexation of -spirit’” (Eccles. 
2:17). The soul of man cannot 
find true satisfaction and true 
life in “the world’s goods” (I John 
3:17. AS.V.. 

David Brainerd knew that. He 
writes in his Journal: 


“Farewell, vain world; my soul can bid 
adieu; 

Your Saviour taught me to abandon you. 

Your charms may gratify a sensual mind; 

But cannot’ please a soul for God de- 
sign'd.”° 


3. He didn’t think that his very 
breath and all his ways were in 
the hand of God. There was once 
a king just like this thoughtless 
fellow. He lived in revelry and de- 
bauchery. And God’s prophet Dan- 
iel told him what he _ hadn't 
thought of. He said to him: ‘The 
God in whose hand thy breath is, 
and whose ‘are all thy ways, hast 
thou not glorified” (Dan. 5:23). 
Those persons did not consider 
their end. 

An old-time gospel preacher 
said, ‘““The reason why sinners go 
on in their evil ways is because 
they do not consider what will be 
in the end thereof.’6 God says to 
all such persons, “O that they 
were wise, that they understood 
this, that they would consider 
their latter end” (Deut. 32:29). 
Many of you think only of this 
life and the things of the pres- 
ent time, and take no thought for 
your eternal future. You are like 
this fellow who thought only of 
the future. of this limited life. 
“The man begins to get wrong at 
this point—in thinking about his 


barns only, and in taking too lim- 
ited a view of the scope of his 
life.”’7 

4. He didn’t think that God had 
anything to do with his present 
or future: in fact, he didn’t think 
of God at all. That is shown in 
the words of the parable of Jesus, 
“But God said unto him.’ Those 
words come in suddenly and 
abruptly because this thoughtless 
fellow, “fool” that he was, was 
living as though God did not exist. 

Are you like that? Are you liv- 
ing as though there is no God to 
call you to an account? Are you 


living as though your life is in 
your own hands and not in the 
hands of God? This man _ said 
“many years’; God said, “This 
night is thy soul required of thee.” 
The man didn’t think of that! 


II. Why He Didn’t Think 


1. This thoughtless fellow didn’t 
think because he was afraid to 
think. He was afraid to be alone 
with his thoughts. That is true of 
some of you. You are afraid to 
think because skeletons will come

ing, ‘I am a Christian,’ every man 
and woman would have said, ‘He 
is a liar!’.”’ 


This Bible is the sworn enemy 
of all that is wrong, and it is the 
friend of all that is good. Oh, hold 
on to it. Do not take part of it 
and throw the rest away. Hold on 
to all of it. 

There are so many people now 
who do not know. You ask them 
if the soul is immortal, and they 
say, “I guess it is, I'don’t know; 
perhaps it is, perhaps it isn’t.’”’ Is 
the Bible true? “Well, perhaps it 
is, and perhaps it isn’t; perhaps it 
may be figuratively, and perhaps 
it may be partly, and perhaps it 
may not be at all.” They despise 
what they call the apostolic creed; 
but if their own creed were writ- 
ten out it would read like this: 
“I believe in nothing, the maker of 
heaven and earth, and in nothing 
which it hath sent, which nothing 
was born of nothing, and which 
nothing was dead and buried and 
descended into nothing, and arose 
from nothing, and ascended to 
nothing, and now sitteth at the 
right hand of nothing, from which 
it will come to judge nothing. I 
believe in the holy agnostie church 
and in the communion of nothing- 
arians, and in the forgiveness of 
nothing, and the resurrection of 
nothing, and in the life that never 
shall be. Amen!” 

That is the creed of tens of) 
thousands of people in this day. 
If you have a mind to adopt.such 
a theory I will not. ‘T believe in 
God the Father Almighty, Maker 
of heaven and earth, and in Jesus 
Christ, and in the holy Catholic 
Church, and in the communion of 
saints, and in the life everlasting. 
Amen.” 

When I see Eleazar taking such 
a stout grip of the sword in the 
battle against sin and for right- 
eousness, I come to the conclusion 
that we ought to take a stouter 


That man who is afraid of getting 
his hand hurt will never kill a 
Philistine. Who cares whether 
you get hurt or not, if you get the 
victory? How many Christians 
there are who are all the time 
worrying about the way the world 
treats them. ey are so tired, 
and they are so abused, and they 
are so tempted, when Eleazar did 
not think whether he had a hand, 
or an arm, or a foot. All he want- 
ed was victory. 

We see how men forget them- 
selves in worldly achievement. We 
have often seen men who in order 
to achieve worldly success will 
forget all physical fatigue and all 
annoyance and all obstacle. 

Just after the, battle of York- 
town, in the American Revolution, 
a musician wounded was told he 
must have his limbs amputated, 
and they were about to fasten him 
to the surgeon’s table—for it was 
long before the merciful discovery 
of anaesthetics. He said; “No, 
don’t fasten me to that table; get 
me a violin.” A violin was brought 
to him, and he said, “Now go to 
work as I begin to play,” and for 
forty minutes, during the awful 
pangs of amputatjon, he moved 
not a muscle nor dropped a note, 
while he played some sweet tune. 

3 it not strange that with the 
music of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ, and with this grand march 
of the Church militant on the way 
to become the Church triumphant, 
we cannot forget ourselves and 
forget all pang and all sorrow and 
all persecution and all perturba- 
tion? 

How much men will endure for 
worldly knowledge and for world- 
ly success, and yet -how little we 
endure for Jesus Christ. How 
many Christians there are that go 
around saying, “Oh, my hand, my 
hand, my hurt hand; don’t you see

possible, entrap and hoodwink and

That is exactly what Satan did 
with this thoughtless fellow. He 
entrapped him within his own 
barns of wealth and hoodwinked 
him about his sou!’s need of sal- 


vation and handcuffed him as his 
prisoner. And that is what.Satan 
is doiny with men and women 
today—keeping them from think- 
ing about the life to come and 
about eternity and the judgment 
to come. Satan knows that “a 
thinking man is in a fair way to 
be a wise and good man” (Mat- 
thew Henry). O man, O woman, 
think, think, THIN. 

3. This man didn’t think about 
heavenly things, because © his 
“soods” in reality possessed him. 
It is not wrong to have things; 
it is wreng when things have you. 
Piiny of old Roman times said: 
“The lust of avarice has so seized 
upon mankind that their wealth 
seems rather to possess them, 
than they possess wealth.” How 
is it with you? What is holding 
you? 

4. This thoughtless fellow of Je- 
sus’ parable was a rationalist: the 
Lord said he was. “He reasoned 
within himself’ (Luke 12:17, 
A. S. V.). The tense of the verb 
means that he took his time rea- 
soning out his next step. Instead 
of taking God’ into account he 
took his reasoning powers into ac- 
count: and his rationalism failed 
him! And it will you, too! He 
didn’t think because his reason

| time Baptist preacher of England, 
said in one of his great sermons: 
“Let it be recollected that the

enjoyment,’’10 
This man didn’t think of that. 
He thought he would have ‘many 


years’ of good and pleasurable liv- 
ing. Don’t you become a fool, a 
thoughtless fellow, like him. 

6. This man didn’t think about 
his soul’s salvation nor about eter- 
nity because his whole time and 
thoughts were given up to his 
barns and his fruits and his goods 
and his expected ease and his self- 
promised merriment. 

In another of his great sermons 
Rev. Robert Hall says: “But what 
leisure has an avaricious man to 
prepare for eternity, when every 
moment of his time that can be 
spared from the seasons allotted 
to refreshment and repose is oc- 
cupied in the pursuit of wealth, 
and the energies of his mind en- 
tirely bent on its acquisitions?’ 

Does that describe you? 


III. How It Turned Out to the 
Man Who Didn’t Think 


1. This man who did not care 
to think of his soul’s salvation and 
eternal things got a rude awaken- 
ing: he got quite a shock. Sud- 
denly God spoke to him. God told 


him that his “barns” and _ his 
“fruits” and his “goods” were no 


longer his. He would have to leave 
them all to others. ‘‘Whose shall 
those things be, which thou hast 
provided?” They could no longer 
benefit him. O you who are laying 
up treasures on earth for your 
selves; Q you who are not rich 
toward God; do you not know that 
you brought nothing into this 
world, and it is certain you can 
carry nothing out? (I Tim. 6:7). 
“There are no pockets in a 
shroud.” 

Evangelist Robert L. Sumner 
has given us an apt illustration 
under the caption, “He carried 
nothing away!’ He reminded us of 
a man who died at “only fifty 
years old,” leaving ‘‘a fortune esti- 
“mated at $100,000,000.” * “Yet,” 
writes Robert Sumner, “when he 
died, he took no more with him 
than a humble pauper or a skid- 
row derelict.”12 The Bible says: 
“Riches profit not in the day of 
wrath” (Prov. 11:4). This thought- 
less fellow found that out, and 
so will you who live only for this 
world. 


2. His life ended sooner than he 

expected. He said “many years” of 
life remained to him. God said, 
“This night” his life would end. 
“No man can call tomorrow his. 
on, God sometimes gives but 
short notice to His tenants. 
God comes suddenly to men, so 
that not a man amongst us can 
surely Say he will be living upon 
the earth tomorrow morning... . 
Between today and tomorrow 
there rolls the black night-river, 
and we may fall into it, and never 
step on the shore of the marn- 
ing.”’138 

Here is an illustration of that 
in the life of Adoniram Judson, 
the famous Baptist missionary to 
Burma, Judson was sent to col- 
lege by his parents. At that place 
he was attracted to “a brilliant 
student’”’ who had read ‘“deistical

lord showed him to his room, he 
apologized for placing him next 
door to a young man, who, he 
feared, was in a dying condition, 
and was moaning deeply.” Judson 
assured the landlord that the 
moanings of the man next door 
would not disturb him, and he re- 
tired to his room. But the death- 
groans of the young man next 
door did trouble Judson. The 
sounds fastened on his ears and 
Suggested thoughts to him. Was 
the young man ready to die? 
What was there to prepare for? 
If he- were in the dying man’s 
place, was he ready? He thought 
of his friends, and especially of 
his college friend, whose wit and 
ridicule had so often silenced his 
conscience, If he were only with 
him now! Judson tossed on his bed 
all night. —

Young Judson was completely 
stunned. It was his coliege mate

Judson said in his heart, “I will 


arise and go to my father.’ He 
did, and soon after gave his heart 
and life to God. Judson’s thought- 
less friend died in agony; he died 
without peace in himself or with 
God. Long ago Juvenal, the Rom- 
an satirist, said: 


“How few of all the boastful men that reign 
Descend in peace to Pluto's dark domain.” 


How is it with you? 

3. God’s messengers were sent 
to take this thoughtless fellow 
away from earth. He had a most 
unexpected summons from God— 
the God he had disregarded; the 
God he didn’t believe in; the God 
he apparently did not fear. Per- 
haps the saddest and most tragic 
statement in the story of the man 
who didn’t think is this: “But God 
said unto him, Thou fool, or, 
thoughtless fellow, this night do 
they require thy soul” (Luke 12: 
20 marg.). That is the true read- 
ing of the words. It may read, 
“This very night they demand thy 
soul.’”” His soul was demanded of 
him. It is a strong word. These 
words of the Lord throw light on 
a little known fact about death— 
the death of ungodly persons. It 
tells a truth of tremendous im- 
portance and most solemn impli- 
cations. 

In Luke 16:22 the Lord Jesus 
states that when Lazarus died he 
“was carried by the angels into 
Abraham’s bosom,” to a place of 
comfort (vs. 25). This thought- 
less and godless fellow was car- 
ried away, most likely, by evil 
angels, to his merited doom. 

Both Hebrew and Christian wri- 
ters state that sinners at death 
are carried away to doom and 
damnation. Josephus, famous Jew- 
ish historian, wrote: “But as to 
the unjust, they are dragged by 
force to the left hand by the an- 
gels allotted for punishment, no 
longer going with a good will, but 
as prisoners driven by violence. 
Now those angels that are set 
over those souls, drag them into 
the neighborhood of Hell itself.’’!4 

Matthew Henry, the Christian 
commentator, writes: “As good 
angels receive gracious souls to 
carry them to their joy, so evil 
angels receive wicked souls to 
carry them to the place of tor- 
ment; they shall ‘require it’ as a 
guilty soul to be punished. The 


Devil requires thy soul as his own, 


for it did, in effect, give itself 
to him.”15 If you live in this world 
without God; if you live for Satan, 
evil angels will demand your soul 
at death, and God will permit

When I lived in Glasgow, Scot- 
land, many years ago, I heard the 
strange story of Archibald Boyle. 
I have read it several times since. 
Henry Pickering says of this story 
that it “is strictly true” and “a 
well authenticated fact.” 


Archibald Boyle, ‘a youth of 
the richest promise,” belonged to 
a club in Glasgow, known as “The 
Hell Club.” Boyle was considered 
“the very life of the Club.” To 
him “Heaven, Hell, or Eternity 
were mere words that served no 
purpose, but to point his blas- 
phemous wit.” Once a year this 
Club held ‘fa grand annual festi- 
val.” “One night, after returning 
from one of the annual meetings 
of the Club, Boyle dreamt that 
he was still riding as usual upon 
his famous black horse toward his 
and that he was sud- 


personal appearance he could not 
discern.” This person seized the 
reins of Boyle’s horse, and said to 
Boyle, “You must go with me.” 


Boyle tried to escape, but the 
Stranger led him on and on and 
on. Filled with agony and “in- 
describable horror and awe,” 
Boyle cried out, “Where are you 
taking me—where am I going?” 

The stranger “To Hell.” 

The “spectral conductor’ hur- 
ried him on “in the darkness,” and 
then they entered the portals of 
Hell. Boyle then observed that his 
“unearthly conductor had disap- 
peared.” 

In Hell Boyle met some of his 
“former friends.’ They all said to 
him, “There is no rest in Hell!” 

Suddenly Boyle “perceived that 
his unearthly conductor was once 
more by his side.’ Boyle shrieked 
out, “Take me! take me from this 
place. By the living God, whose 
name I have so often outraged, I 
adjure thee, take me from this 


said, 


place!”’ 
The “fiend, with a hideous 
Sneer,” said, “Go, then; but in 


a year and a day, we meet, to part 
no more!” 

Boyle awoke, but “the words 
of the fiend were traced in letters 
of living fire upon his heart and 
brain.” “He resolved, utterly and 
forever, to forsake The § Hell 
Club,” and that “nothing on earth 
should tempt him to join the next 
annual meeting.” He reformed his 
life for a while, but his “virtuous 
resolutions were broken.” 

The time of the annual meeting 
of The Hell Club was at hand. 
Boyle “made up his mind utterly 
to avoid it.” But “his tempters 
determined he should have no 
choice,’ and Boyle yielded. 

The president arose to give the 
annual message to the members 
of the “Hell Club.” His opening 
sentence made Boyle’s ‘ears tingle 


and his eyes swim.” He said, 
“Gentlemen, this is leap year, 
therefore it is a@ year and a day 


since our last annual meeting.” 

“Every nerve in Boyle’s body 
twinged at the ominous, well-re- 
membered words.’ He wanted to 
rise and run out, but he was 
afraid of the sneers of the mem- 
bers! 

The annual meeting over, Boyle 
left the Club room. “The night 
was gloomy, with fitful gusts of 
chill and howling wind, as Boyle, 
with fervered nerves and reeling 


brain, mounted his horse to re-. 


turn home. The following morn- 
ing the well-known black steed 
was found, with saddle and bridle 
on, quietly grazing on the road- 
side, about half-way to Boyle’s 
ecuntry house, and a few yards 
from it lay the stiffened corpse of 
its master.” Boyle was dead!16 
Oh, you who frequent night 
clubs and clubs of amusement and 
clubs of the ungodly, where would 
your soul be taken if God were 
to say to you, as He said to the 
thoughtless fellow: “This night do 
they require thy soul’? He was 
taken to the place of lost souls! 
If you live without God, you will 


die without God. Don’t miscalcu- 
late; don’t be deceived, “God is 
not mocked: for whatsoever a 
man soweth, that shall he also 
reap. For he that soweth to his 
flesh shall of the flesh reap cor- 
ruption” (Gal. 6:7, 8). This man 
that Jesus talked about was lost 
because he didn’t think. 


I want to pass on to you the 
testimony of a man who got 
saved because he did think. 

This man was a swimming in- 
structor. A friend of his observed 
that before he dived into the wa- 
ter of the swimming pool, he al- 
ways dipped his big toe into the 
pool. He ventured to ask the rea- 
son. The instructor told his friend 
that one night he could not sleep, 
and went to the -pool for the pur- 
pose of having a swim, He said: 
“I did not put on the lights in 
the pool, for I knew every inch 
of the place, and the roof was 
made of glass. The moon shown 
through, throwing the shadow of 
my body on the wall at the other 
end. My body and arms made a 
perfect sign of the cross. 


“I cannot explain to you why I 
did not dive at that moment. I 
had no premonition of danger of 
any kind. As I stood looking at 
the shadow of the cross, I began 
to think of the cross of Christ and 
its meaning. I was not a Chris- 
tian. I found myself repeating the 
words of a hymn I had learned as 


|a boy—‘He died that we might 


be forgiven, He died to make us 
good, that we might go at last to 
Heaven, saved by His precious 
blood.’ I cannot tell you how long 
I stood poised on the diving board 
or why I did not dive. I came 
down from the board and walked 
along the pool to the steps that 
I knew led to the bottom of the 
pool and began to descend. I 
reached the bottom and my feet 
touched the cold, smooth bottom 
of the pool. The night before, the 
caretaker had drained the pool 
dry and I knew -nothing about it. 
I realized then that had I dived, 
I would have dived to my death. 


“The cross on the wall saved 
me that night. I was so thankful 
to God for His mercy in sparing 
my ‘life that I knelt on the cold 
bricks and asked the Christ of 
the cross to save my soul. I ex- 
perienced a twofold deliverance 
that night. That. sir, is why I 
always put my toe into the water 
before diving.”17 

Which man will you become 
like? The man who didn’t think, 
and lost his soul to Satan? or the 
man who said: “I thought on my 
ways, and turned my feet unto 
thy testimonies” (Ps. 119:59), 
and found God and salvation?

many hundred feet they would 
have to be dashed down, and while 
they were swinging in these bas- 
kets over the rocks they sang: 


Jesus, lover of my soul, 
Let me to Thy bosom fly, 
While the billows near me roll, 
While the tempest still is high. 


Then they were dashed down to 
death. Oh, how much others have 
endured for Christ, and how lit- 
tle we endure for Christ. We want 
to ride to Heaven in a Pullman 
sleeping-car, our feet on_ soft 
plush, the bed made up early so 
we can sleep all the way, the 
black porter of Death to wake us 
up only in time to enter the golden 
city. We want all the surgeons to 
fix our hand up. Let them bring 
on all the lint and all the bandages 
and all the salve, for our hand 
aches, while Eleazar does not 
know his hand is hurt. “His hand 
clave unto the sword.” 


As I look at Eleazar’s hand, I 
come to the conclusion that he has 
done a great deal of hard hitting. 
I am not surprised when I see that 
these four men—Eleazar and his 
three companions—drove back the 
army of Philistines, that Eleazar’s 
sword clave to his hand, for every 
time he struck an enemy with one 
end of the sword, the other end 
of: the sword wounded him. When 
he took hold of the sword, the 
sword took hold of him. 


We have found that an enemy 
cannot be conquered by rose water 
and soft speeches. It must be 
sharp stroke and straight thrust. 
There is intemperance, and there 
is fraud, and there is gambling, 
and there is lust, and there are 
ten thousand of the hosts of 
iniquity, armed Philistine iniquity. 
How are they to be captured and 
overthrown? Soft sermons in 
morocco cases, laid down in front 
of an exquisite audience, will not 
do it. You have got to call things} 
by their right name. ‘We have got 
to expel from our churches Chris- 
tians who eat the sacrament on 
Sunday and devour widows’ 
houses all the week. We have got 
to stop our indignation against the 
Hittites and the Jebusites and the 
Gergishites, and let those poor 
wretches go, and apply our indig- 
nation to the modern transgres- 
sions which need to be dragged 
out and slain. Ahabs here. Herods 
here. Jezebels here. The mas- 
sacre of the infants here. Strike 
for God so hard that while you 
Slay the sin, the sword will ad- 
here to your own hand. 


I tell you, we need a few John 
Knoxes and John Wesleys in the 
Christian church today. The whole 
tendency is to refine on Christian 
work. We keep on refining on it, 
until we send apologetic word to 


iniquity. we are about to capture 
it. And we must go with sword | 
Silver-chased and present by the| 
ladies, and we must ride on white 
palfrey under embroidered hous- 
ings, putting the spurs in only just 
enough to make the charger dance 
gracefully, and then we must send 
a missive, delicate as a wedding 
card, to ask the old black giant of 
Sin if he will not surrender. 

Women, saved by the grace of 
God and on glorious mission sent, 
detained from Sabbath classes be- 
cause their new hat is not done. 
Methodist churches’ that . once 
shook our cities with great revi- 
vals, sending around to ask some 
demonstrative worshiper if he will 
not please to say “amen” and 
“hallelujah” a_ little softer. It 
Seems as if in our churches we 
‘wanted a baptism of cologne and 
balm of a thousand flowers, when 
we actually need a baptism of fire 
from the Lord God of Pentecost. 
But we are so afraid somebody 
will criticise our sermons, or criti- 
cise our prayers, or criticise our 
religious work, that our anxiety 
for the world’s redemption is lost 
in the fear we will get our hand 
hurt, whereas Eleazar~> went into 
the conflict, “and his hand clave 
unto the sword.” 

But I see, in the next place, 
what a hard thing it was for Elea- 
zar to get his hand and his sword 
parted. The muscles and the sin- 
ews had been so long’ grasped 
around the sword, he could not 
drop it when he attempted to drop 
it, and his three comrades, I sup- 
pose, came up and tried to help 
him, and they bathed the back 
part of the hand, hoping the sin- 


ews and muscles would relax. But 
no, “His hand clave to the sword.” 
Then they tried to pull open the 
fingers and to pull back the 
thumb; but no sooner were they 
pulled back than they closed 
again, “and his hand clave unto 
the sword.” But after a while 
they were successful, and then 
they noticed that the curve in the 
palm of the hand corresponded ex- 
actly with the curve of the hilt. 


You and I have seen it many a 
time. There are in the United 
States today many aged ministers 
of the Gospel. They are too feeble 
now to preach. In the church 
records the word opposite their 
name is “emeritus,” or the words 
are, “a minister without charge.” 
They were a heroic race. They had 
small salaries, and but few books, 
and they swam spring freshets to 
meet their appointments, But 
they did in their day a mighty 
work for God. They took off more 
of the heads of Philistine iniquity 
than you could count from noon 
to sundown. You put that old 
minister of the Gospel now into a 
prayer-meeting, or occasional pul- 
pit, or a sick room where there is 
some one to be comforted, and it 
is the same old ring to his voice 
and the same old story of pardon 
anf peace and Christ and Heaven. 
His hand has so long clutched the 
sword in Christian conflict he can- 
not drop it. “His hand clave unto 
his sword,”

phia a very aged man who in his 
early life had been the companion 
and adviser of the early Presi- 
dents, Madison and Monroe. He 
had wielded vast influence, but I 
only knew him as a very aged 
man. The most remarkable thing 
about him was his ardor for 
Christ. When he could not stand 
up in the meetings without prop- 
ping, he would throw his arm 
around a pillar of the church, and 
though his mind was partially 
gone, his love for Christ was so 
great that all were in deep re- 
spect and profound admiration, 
and were moved when he spoke. 


I was called to see him die, I 
entered the room, and he said: 
“Mr. Talmage, I cannot speak to 
you now.” He was in a very pleas- 
ant delirium, as he imagined he 
had an audience before him, He 
said: “I must tell these people 
to come to Christ and prepare for 
Heaven.” And then in this de- 
lirium, both arms lifted, this oc- 
togenarian preached Christ and 
told of the glories of the world 
to come. There, lying on his dying 
pillow, his dying hand clave to 
the sword. 

If there ever was any one who 
had a right to retire from the 
conflict it was old Joshua. Soldiers 
come back from the war having 
the names of thé battles on their 


flags, showing where they dis- 
tinguished themselves, and it is 
a very appropriate inscription. 


Look at that flag of old-General 
Joshua. On it, Jericho, Gibeon, 
Hazar, City of Ai, and instead of 
the stars sprinkled on the flag, 
the-sun and the moon which stood 
still. There he is, a hundred and 
ten years old. He is lying flat on 
his back, but he is preaching. His 
dying words are a battle charge 
against idolatry, and a rallying 
cry for the Lord of Hosts as he 
says: “Behold, this day I go the 
way of all the earth, and God hath 
not failed to fulfil His promise 
concerning Israel.’ His dying 
hand clave unto the sword. 

There is the headless body of 
Paul on the road to -Ostia. His 
great brain and his great heart 
have been severed. The elmwood 
rods had stung him fearfully. Dur- 
ing that eventful voyage, years 
before, when :-the corn ship broke 
up he swam ashore, coming up 
drenched with the brine, Every 
day since that day when the horse 
reared under him in the suburbs 
of Damascus, as the supernatural 
light fell, down to this day, when 
he is about sixty years of age, and 
prematurely old and decrepit from 
the prison cell of the Mamartine, 
he has been outrageously treated, 
and he is waiting to die. How does 
he spend his last hours? Telling 
the world how badly he feels. and 
describing the rheumatism that he 
got in prison, the rheumatism af- 
flicting his limbs, or the neuralgia 
piercing his temples, or the thirst 
that fevers his tongue? Oh, no. 
His last words are the battle 
shout for Christendom: “I am now 
ready to be offered, and the time 
of my departure is at hand; I 
have fought the good fight.” And 


so his dying hand clave unto the 
sword. 


It was in the front room on the 
second floor that my father lay 
a-dying. It was Saturday morning, 
four o'clock. Just three years be- 
fore that day, my mother had left 
him for the skies, and he had been 
homesick to\join her company. He 
was eighty-three years of age. 
Ministers of the Gospel came in 
to comfort him, but he comforted 
them. How wonderfully the words 
sounded out from his dying pil- 
low: “I have been young and now 
am I old, yet have I never seen 
the righteous forsaken, or _ his 
seed begging bread.” They bathed 
his brow, and they. bathed his 
hands, and they bathed his feet, 
and they succeeded in straighten- 
ing out the feet; but they did not 
succeed in bathing open the hand 
so it would stay open. They bathed 
the hand open, but it came shut. 
They bathed it open-again, but it 
came shut. What was the matter 
with the thumb and the fingers 
of that old hand? Ah! it had so 
long clutched the sword of Chris- 
tian conflict that “his hand clave 
unto the sword.” 

I preach this sermon as a tonic. 
I want you to hold the truth with 
ineradicable grip, and I want you 
to strike so hard for God that it 
will react, and while you take 
the sword the sword will take 
you. 

Several years ago, the officers 
of the Northern army assembled 
at Denver, and the officers of the 
Southern army at Lexington, Sol- 
diers coming together are very apt 
to recount their experiences and 
to show their scars. Here is a sol- 
dier who pulls up his sleeve, and 
says: “There I was wounded in 
that arm,” and shows the scar. 
And another soldier pulls down 
his collar, and says, “There, I 


was wounded in the neck.” And 
another soldier says, “I have had 
no use of that limb since the gun- 
shot fracture.” 


When the battle of life is over, 
and the resurrection has come, 
and our bodies rise from the dead, 
will we have on us any scars 
showing our bravery for God? 
Christ will be there all covered 
with scars. Scars on the brow, 
scars on the hand, scars on the 
feet, scars all over the heart won 
in the battle of redemption. And 
all Heaven will sob aloud with 
emotion as they look at these 
scars. Ignatius will be there, and 
he will point out the place where 
the tooth and paw of the lion 
seized him in the Coliseum, and 
John Huss will be there, and he 
will show where the coal first 
scorched the foot on that day 
when his spirit took wing of flame 
from Constance. McMillan, and 
Campbell, and Freeman, Ameri- 
can missionaries in India, will be 
there—the men who with their 
wives and children went down ‘in 
the awful massacre at Cawnpore, 
and they will show where the 
daggers of the Sepoys. struck 
them. The Waldenses will be 
there, and they will show where 
their bones were broken on that 
day when the Piedmontese sol- 
diery pitched them over the rocks. 
And there will be those there 
who took care of the sick and 
who looked after the poor, and 
they will have evidences of earth- 
ly exhaustion, And Christ, with 
His scarred hand waving over the 
scarred multitude, will say, “You 
suffered with Me on earth; now 
be glorified with Me in heaven.” 
And then the great organs of 
eternity will take up the chant, 
and St. John will play: “These are 
they who came out of great tribu- 


‘and made white in the blood of 
the Lamb.” . i a 

But what will your chagrin and 
mine be if it shall be told that day 
on the streets of Heaven that on 
earth we shrank back from all 
toil and sacrifice and hardship. 
No scars to show the heavenly sol- 
diery. Not so much as one ridge 
on the palm of the hand to show 
that just once in all this battle 
for God and the truth, we grasped 
the sword so firmly, and struck 
so hard that the sword and the 
hand stuck together, and the hand 
clave to the sword. 

Oh, my Lord Jesus, rouse us to 
Thy service! 


Thy saints in all this glorious war 
Shall conquer though they die; 
They see the triumph from afar, 
' And seize it with the eye. 


When that illustrious day shall rise, 
And all the armies shine 
In robes of victory through the skies, 
The glory shall be thine. 
—The End— 
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One thing I admire about Gari- 
baldi—his enthusiasm. In 186/7, 
when he went on his way to Rome, 
he was told that if he got there he 
would be imprisoned. Said he, “If 
fifty Garibaldis are imprisoned, let 
Rome be free!’ And when the 
cause of Christ is buried.so deep 
in our hearts that we=dérot-think 
of ourselves and are willing to die, 
then we will reach our fellowmen. 


Five years ago | went to Edin- 
burgh, and stopped a week to hear 
one man speak—Dr,. Duff, the re- 
turned missionary. A friend told 
me a few things about him, and I 
went to light my torch with his 
burning words. My friend said 
that the year before he had spoken 
for some time, and had fainted in 
the midst of his speech. When he 
recovered he said, ‘‘I was speaking 
for India, was I not?” And they 
said he was. “lake me back, that 
I may finish my speech.” And not- 
withstanding the entreaties of those 
around, he insisted on returning; 
and they brought him back. He 
then said, “Is it true that we have 
been sending appeal after appeal 
for young men to go to India, and 
none of our sons have gone? Is it 
true, Mr. Moderator, that - Scot- 
land has no more sons to give to 
the Lord Jesus? If true, although 
I have spent twenty-five years 
there, and lost my constitution— 
if it is true that Scotland has no 
more sons to give, | will be off 
tomorrow, and go to the shores of 
the Ganges, and there be a witness.
